Upon the 20th, Mustapha Pasha left the 
headquarters at Episcopi with 12,000 men, 
and advanced upon the convent, demandiog 


the Turkish artillery immediately opened a 
tremendous fire upon the place, keepiog up 
the bombardment two days and nights. A 
breach being effected in the walls,the Turks, 
who had suffered heavy losses, poured into 
the convent court. This was surrounded 
with small cells in which the Christians had 
barricaded thumselves, and kept up their fire 
for six hours, Finding all resistance inef- 
fectual the dofenders of the convent formed 
the desperate resolution of setting fire to the 
powder magazine.

At the Head of the South Branch is a pump, 
which supplies a broad canal to the Llinois 
river with water, 80 that when it is in oper- 
ation the current flows out from the lake to 
the head of the river navigation. Batwheu 
it resumes i's natural direction it bears out 
into the lake a tide of filth poured out from 
75 miles of sewers. A south wind some 
fimes drives this disgusting mixture to the 
pumps on the north side which supply the 
city with its drinking water. 

To remedy this rank evil was the object 
of the undertaking just now crowned with 
success, A strong wooden pentagon, 40 
feet high and 90 teet in diameter, each side 
58 feet, was built, launched ia June 1865, 
taken out two exact miles into the lake, and 
sunk by filling water-tight compartments 
with clean stone. It was armed with 24 
inch iron against the ice, and moored with 
immense cables to huge screws penetrating 
the lake bottom ten feet. ~In the centre of 
this an iron cylinder 64 feet bigh was erect- 
ed, and first the water pumped ont, and then 
(being closed‘at the top) the air, A some- 
what similar cylinder was sunk at the very 
margin of the lake till its, lower edge had 
penetrated the stifl olay. Within them, 
wells were sunk to 66 and 77 feet below the 
lake, lined with brick, The internal diam- 
oter of the wells at the bottom was six feet, 
From well to’ well was driven a horizontal 
tunnel two miles beneath the body of the 
lake.

do not come into force until the first of Sept. 
1867, any persons, with or without poor 
qualification (not otherwise especially disquali~ 
fied under the new Act). may be APES to 
office as mayora, reeven aldermen and coun- 
cillors, respectively There can be no doubt 
upon the point that the new Act does not 
come into force until the time stated so far as 
it relates to the qualifications of both cand{- 
dares and electorn... This is clear from the 
reading of the 427th section, The repealin, 
clause 428 reads: —* All Acts or parts of ‘Acts 
* incoosistent with the provisions of this Act, 
"Bo, are hereby repealed.” Now would it 
be inconsistent with the Provisions of the new 
Act to have the provisions of the old Act rela- 
ling to the. quulificaions of candidates and 
electors remain in force until those of the new 
Act become law? Sound reason and common 
sense would hardly support the opinion refer- 
red to. If, however, the opinion -be-correct 
that the old law stands repealed as to the qua- 
lifications of candidates, it is equally so with 
regard to electors; and if candidates are not 
required to possess any, pro erty qualification 
at the ensuing election, feither are electors 80 
required, The consequence would be that we 
would have universal suffrage, as every ‘one 
would have the right to vote who offered, 
The clerk, whose duty it isto make out and 
deliver to the Returning Officer, a dist. of per~ 
sons qualified to vote before the pollis.o 
would also be sorely puzzled to. know what 
names to insert, if neither the old nor new 
Act isin force.

With regard to the oath, another anomal: 
or dilticulty will arise. Although the quali- 
fication of electors as prescribed by the new 
Act will not take effect until Sept. 1867—a 
part of which qualification allows an ejector 
astessed (for eutticient property in different 
wards to vote in each—yet inasmuch as the 
elections take place next January under the. 
new Act, such eléctor may vote in 
wards, because there is nothing in the oath to 

revent it, as he has only to swear that “he 
ad not before voted at the election in the 
ward in which be is voting.” If he does so 
yote oftener than the law entitles him to, the 
Returning officer cannot prevent it, as he can- 
not ask him whether he has previously voted in 
another ward, &c, but must confine his ques- 
tions to the facts specified in the ssid oath.— 
His vote could nol, therefore, be got rid of, 
except by a scrutiny undet % quo warranto, 
which is rather an expensive proceeding. 
I wish also to draw your altention to the 
peculiar wording of sec. 79, which speaks of 
the qualifications of mayors, aldermen, reeves, 
councillors, &o, The persons qualified in the 
words of the Act ‘are such residents of the 
municipality wikti which, or within two 
miles of which, the municipality or police vil- 
lage is situate,” &c, Throwing this obscure 
puraseology into vie English, it means that 
a candidate must be a resident of tLe county, 
within which county, or within two miles of 
which county the township town or village for 


which the candidate offers is situate, Acoord- 
ing to this interpretation, a person reaidiog on 
the borders of two or more counties is quali- 
fied to run as a candidate for reeve for poy 
municipality in the two or more counties; ani

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BUSINESS PROSPEOTS IN NEW 
YORK FOR 1867 


If we get through the present yoar with- 
out suffering o financial revulsion, there 
will be a gront many false prophets in this 
country. The wiscacres havo been peok- 
ing into futurity, and as the result of thicir 
observations they toll us that » general 
smashup of businoss is coon to como, It ma: 
be that their predictions will prove rhe 
We have not had a general prostration of 
business in the United States since 1857 
and it may bo that the present year is deg. 
tinod to witness another collapse. But so 
far 48 our observation goes, we can pee 
nothing to warrant theso gloomy appr 
hensions, unless it be the coincidence that 
cvery year ending with a seven hans for 
some time past brought a financial panio 
with it. To 1827, 1837, 1847, and 1857 
general prostration of trade occurred. It 
is this’ cofnoiticnce “Which®now forma the 
basis of all tho prophicies that aro made 
Concerning ‘a similar state of business 
during the present year, Panios of this 
kind, however, are not the results of 
chance, nor of fatality. They arise from 
but two causes that can produce a finan- 
cial panio—tho first being a failure of pro- 
duction, and the second financial mis. 
management, A general failure of the 
crops during the present year would bo vor 
likely to result in financial revulsion, for the 
demand upon the resources of the country 
is now 980 heavy that trade could hardly 
withstand a heavy strain upon production, 
But there is no present likelihood of any 
such danger—no more at least than thero 
was at this time last year, or the year be- 
fore. Tho chances of disaster from bad 
financial management are perhaps groater, 
A morbid condition of speculation, or an 
unskilful administration of the national 
finanocs, would have a dangerous tendency. 
With regard to speculation, however, there 
is legs danger now than there has been at 
any time within the last five years, While 
the war was in progress, and for some time 
after its conclusion, the speculative fover 
ran high; but now the pulse is slow and

Jbs. Most of these suggestions have bean ap 
proved by the Board of Trade and the Corn 
Exobange Association, and I hope the mana- 
facturera will aid in their being carried out.”

STREET BEGGARS, 


In most largo cities, streot boggibg is a 
regular profession, having its own peculiar 
arte and mysteries, and requiring a special 
training to make it succsscful, 
fessionsl beggar studies appropriate dreas, 
gesture, and manner of speech, as certainly, 
if not as thoroughly as the actors in a the- 
atro, and many of them attain a dogree of 
perfection’ in this part of their art, that 
might mako their fortunos if practised on 
the stage, For oxample, notice that poor, 
tottering, white-haired old man that has 
just entered “our offipe; he has frequently 
called before. Ho is the very picture of a 
recent emigrant. His dress. is soanty, but 
neat; apparently a groat effort is being 
made to Fe decent, though poor, Ho weara 
wooden clogs, which give notice of his ap- 
proach, as he hobbles toward you, and 
stretches out his long thin hand, that in 
iteelf has a most appalling look. In reply 
to a question, he mumbles over some strange 
jargon, that no one present can understand. 
Most persons at once think “ hore is a ono 
of real misfortune, an aged stranger in a 
foreign land, who has no, doubt lost the 
little all-he depénded on to make him com: 
fortablo ip old ago,” The wholo appearance 
of tho man is carefully studied and arranged 
just to produce this effect, and until known 
ag a professional beggar, few can turn him 


away, without atleasta trifle. Yet on some 
fine afternoon, in walking up Broadway, 
rascaable 


ou may meet a woll-dressed, 
Tooking old gentleman, walking erect, oar- 
rying a cane, rather for ornament than sup- 
port, the picture of one who has laid by 
enough to make him easy for the rest of his 
earthly journey, and if you are sharp at 
sorutinizing countenances, you may recog 
nize our poor pauper, for it is the same,— 
He is said to bo already wealthy from beg- 
ging, but he keeps at his trade, part of the 
time, perhaps from mere habit. 

Thousands of our readers have seen ao 
one-legged man, clad in an old military 
dress, stumping painfully along Park Row, 
not on crutehes, but seated on the paye- 
ment, and moving himself by means of his 
hands, which are protected by thick leather 
mittens. Ho never asks. for even a penny 
—that is in words—but his appealing look 
to tho passers by, said more plainly than 
words could, ‘‘ For the love of humanity, 
and in gratitude to your country’s do- 
fonders, please aid a poor maimed soldier,”’ 
and hundreds daily answer to the appeal. 
A few weeks ago this mao was arrested by 
the police, as a vagrant, having no visible 
means of support, and consigned to the 
place on Blackwell’s Island, provided for 
such oases, Just as he was about being 
sent up, his lawyer brought into court deeds, 
mortgages, eto., proving him to be worth 
over twenty thousand dollara! This dis- 
clogure will probably put an end to his fur- 
ther begging operations, : 

These are but two examples out of Hun- 
dreds here that could be described—somo 
of them wo may yet notice, Tho large 
majority of street beggars are imposters, 
and though it seems harsh, we believe it to 
be asafe rule to give to none of them, un- 
less their oases haye been first investigated 
and found worthy of help. If one desires 
to help the poor, as all should do, a little 
inquiry in almost any neighborhood will 
bring out deserving cases enough to employ 
all the resources of charity.—American 
Agriculturist.

hour of the night or early in the morning, 
may notico individuals about the fronts of 
the restaurants, hotels and bar-rooms, gath- 
ering from the streets and gutters the 
stumps of cigars that havo been swept out 
or emptied from spittoons.

cess : —It is washed, dried in tho sun, or 
over a firo, placed 1n 4 mill and ground, ond 
then neatly pat up in small packages, and 
sold as a superior quality of fine cut chow- 
ing and smoking tobacco of various fanoy 
brands. Tho quantity thus gathered, ro- 
modelled and sold every day is almost in- 
orodiblo. The quality of the tobacco 
which goes through this procoss is said to 
bo exoollent.—NV.
